B. Newspaper 
C. Posterboard 
D. Scissors 

E. Yardstick 

F. Ice Pick 

G. Screwdriver

CUT right side of back piece; and left side of front piece

y SPRAY GLUE. Front piece first.

—it has always been there and has 
always been my staple food. J eat 
cereal for breakfast, lunch and din- 
ner and mostly 24 hows a day. At 
any time I have at least 10 boxes 
open. Varied approaches to eating 
cereal are: raw, milked, cooked,

mixed brands, fried, crushed, soaked 
—through the vears, I've tried them 
all. A favorite is leaving the bowl 
overnight in the fridge—adding just 
enough milk to soak the cereal—and 
in the morning having fun eating 
the crust formed on top. Of course 
different cereals absorb at different 
rates and retentions, so careful 
experimentation is advised. 


Eating a bowl before school was 
always good, but eating it on 
Saturday morning was life at its 
greatest. I'd choose which type to eat 
and almost for sure I’d see MY brand 
commercial on TV. Combined with 
Hanna Barbera, Jay Ward, 
Superman, Batman or any other car- 
toon, life was blissfully happy. 


Even into high school, Saturday 
mornings still had some magic left. 
But during college, I completely for- 
got to watch TY, yet cereal still 
reigned my main staple. When living 
in a dorm you usually have a com- 
munal cafeteria, ours was called 
Tawonka (no relation to Willy Wonka 
or Tonka Toys). 


Tawonka had two large carts on each 
side of the cafeteria, loaded with 
opened cereal boxes for your conve- 
mient choice, There was Cap'n 
Crunch, Crunchberries, Peanut 
Butter Crunch, Alpha-bits, 
Honeycomb, Super Sugar Crisp, Trix, 
Kix, Cheerios, Frosted Flakes, Grape- 
Nuts, Raisin Bran and a few other 
adult cereals (college students are 
adults!). One shot cereals never 
appeared because only established 
brands were ordered. 


Out of 3000 eaters, I was the only 
one who regularly put my antiseptic 
hands into the boxes fishing out the 
prizes. Over the 3 years (1975-1978), 
I dug out over 1000 prizes, of which 
Thave around 200 now. During a 
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Cap‘n Crunch offer for the 6” send- 
away gyro fire truck, I collected 150 
proofs of purchase seals, which 
equaled 50 fir engines. I sent the first 
90 stamps in and received 30 fire 
engines at the co-ed dorm. It seemed 
like the whole dorm was playing 
with the Cap'n Crunch fire engines I 
had dispensed that afternoon. There 
were races, fires and engines flying 
off the 7th floor dorm balcony. I did- 
n’t keep one of those darn send- 
aways. 


One of the most useful cereal trea- 
sures I got at Tawonka was the col- 
ored wide-tip markers free inside 
Alpha-bits. I gave them out as high- 
lighters or mailed them to everyone I 
knew with large names on the enve- 
lope drawn with the wide-tip mark- 
ers. They lasted for years, ‘til they 
dried out. [ also amassed over 30 
Universal Monster glow-in-the-dark 


Aurora plastic heads (never did find 
a phantom head back then), over 50 
Universal Monster glow-in-the-dark 
posters, over 60 Three Stooges 
posters (some of these posters got 
plastered in the bottom gallery of the 
Grand Coulee Dam), over 60 Quaker 
soap shapers (used ‘em in ceramics 
class), 40 Disney glass stickers, and 
many other stickers, patches, cards 
or whatever else was in the boxes. 


Since I didn’t get enough cereal at 
breakfast for my hunger, full boxes 
of cereal would be backpacked off 
the carts, accompanied with a fill-up 
at the milk dispenser, slinked back to 
the room and kept on the shelf for 
nightly rations. I acquired over 150 
boxes, some of the cereal I would 
give to a few off-campus friends in 
more need of food, as they’d be 


broke because of spending their 
granted money on beer and other 
necessities. During these years, for 
whatever reason, after an eventful 
date 1 would satisfy the second rag- 
ing crave by gulping down a bowl of 


cereal with milk— heck, I don’t 
know why it came for a few years or 
why it left, but cereal was there! 


On November 19, 1975, Euell 
Gibbons came to our college (Eastern 
Washington) to give a talk on edible 
wild plants. Throughout the 1970's 
he was the spokesman for Posts’ 
Grape Nuts. So I thought, hey, why 
don’t I get his autograph on a Grape 
Nuts box? After the talk I disguised 
myself as a plant and approached 
him very, very slowly (Not really). 1 
had him sign two boxes including 
his middle name, just to have some- 
thing different! Euell died a couple 
of years later, though I thought he 
would have lived longer with the 
healthy eating habits he projected. I 
gave one box to my high school 
friend Jay Bejot, who thought it very 
funny and amusing. 17 years later he 
found the semi-crushed box while 
moving and sent it back to me. 
Those two treasures started my box 
saving and have become part of the 
remains of eating through the years.

If you're unsure about whether 
people are still tossing out great 
stuff, consider this: One caller 
told me that, two months prior, 
her mother. . .a classic packrat. .
